Our method of instructing ourselves of the attri- 
butes of God is the philosephical method, as dis- 
tinguished from the natural. Seeking to evolve a 
more symmetrical and thorough view of God, we 
have relied almost wholly upon the reasoning facul- 
ties. Our Deity is a system of attributes. To the 
Hebrews, God was a Living Presence; to us he is 
a remote category of abstractions. 

The Hebrew found God in nature, we in the 
catechism. We do not say that there are no ad- 
vantages in a psychological method; but only, 
that whatever we gain in that direction, we can 
never come to a sense of a living and present God,

A third use of nature is that which poets and 
artists make, who only look for beauty. 

All of these are partialists. They all misinter- 
pret, because they all proceed as if nature were 
constructed upon so meager a schedule as that 
which they peruse; as if it were a mere matter of 
science, or of commercial use, or of beauty, where- 
as these are but single developments of hundreds. 


English, in the general style and feeling of the 
houses they built. Scarcely a house so poor as to 
be without wainscoting, and in three or four of the 
larger buildings this wood-work is very handsome. 
I might live in ——-— fifty years, and never see a 
bit of detail that is worth the trouble of sketching ; 
but there is plenty of material here, and many an 
architectual idea worthy enlarging upon elsewhere. 
There is one curious point which is worth mention- 
ing, namely, that in a town where there is such 
a bountiful supply of good granite—half the crops 
raised here are boulders, and all the fruit is stone- 
fruit—there are only two buildings built of this ma- 
terial. Walls, foundations, posts, steps, all are 
granite, good in color and close in grain, but the 
houses are all wooden, and this in a place where 


away in the offing, hiding the sun, sails a brig fully 
rigged, a transfigured vision between the glories of 
the sky and sea. The clearness of execution and 
the poetical treatment of this portion of the picture 
are admirable. They are the work of a man who 
not only knows but has felt the sea. In the fore- 
ground of the composition is an old lumber-schooner, 
plowing her way in the face of the wind; the waves 
are rough but subsiding; dark-green swells of 
water, crowned with light and pierced with light. 
The truth and beauty of the water in this picture 
I do not believe have ever been excelled. I do not 
believe deeper, clearer water, or waves that swing 
with more real power, were ever translated in oil.
